THE IRISH ELECTIONS. 

It can scarcely seem a strong argu- 
ment for proportional representation 
that it takes a week or 80 to find out 
under that system who-has been 
elected. So much tabulation of the 
figures, with transference of votes 
from second and third choices to first, 
is necessary that the acttial composi- 
tion of the newly elected Dail Hiréann 
is not yet known. But a great pre- 
ponderance of votes in favor of the 
Irish Free State and of the Anglo- 
Irish Treaty has been demonstrated. 
Ini Dublin, with all its political upsets, 
the proportion is estimated at about 
seven to one for the treaty. Like re- 
sults are reported from nearly all parts 
of Southern Ireland, There is no great 
surprise about this, except as regards 
the imposing size of the majority, for 
evén DE Valera admitted months ago 
that the Irish- people as a whole de- 
sired to accept and abide by the treaty. 

Does it follow that the Irish will now 
acquiesce in the conclusively proved 
will of the majority? .Oné fears not. 
Already there is talk of the de Valera 
extremists starting an open revolt and 
eg#@ing on thé insubordinate faction of 
the Republican Army to new defiances 
and excesses. The presumption is that 
they will come out with a flaming de- 
nunelation of the Constitution -for -Ire- 
land. There are predictions of serious 
trouble as soon as the final results of 
the election are published. Moréover, 
the strength shown in the polling by 
the Irish Labor candidates is held by 
many shrewd observers to portend 
fresh obstacles in the path of the Free 
State. It is a disquieting sign that the 
red flag has been flown in Ireland in 
triumph over the winning of so many 
seats by Labor candidates. They are 
for the Ahglo-Irish Treaty, to be sure, 
but they also are dreaming of an in- 
dustrial republic in Ireland,’ which in 
their mouths méans soffie kind of 
cPude experiment with ‘communism. 

It would thus appear that the new 
Treland is destined for some time to 
live in a state of perpetual crisis. No 
sooner is one dangerous fork in the 
road got by safely than another looms 
up demanding 4 resolute choi¢e by the 
traveler. All American friends of Ire- 
land ‘will fervent vows that Dark 
Rosaleen may emerge from the thick 
and haunted wood in which she is 
walking; but there is no doubt that 
she has yet a long way to go.

Wants Provision for Disabilities Ap- 
pearing After Resignation. 
To, the Editor of The New York Times: 
While the care and consideration éx- 
tended by the Government to disabled 
ex-service men generally. is recognized, 
attention needs to be directed to the 
case of disabled former officérs of the 
navy and- Naval Reserve Forde, An offi- 
cer of the’ United States. Navy who re- 
signed his commission at the conclusion 
of the war, and who subsequently: is 
found to be suffering & total disability 
rated by the United) States Veterans’ 
Bureau to be of service origin, such ad 
pulmonary tuberculosis, is, under préa- 
ent legislation, deprived: by reason of 
his resignation of the benefit of retire- 
ment for disability acquired im thé line 
of duty Yet. it must be clear that such 
a Tesigned officer is entitled on the 
basis of his disability from active service 
in time of war to retirement for dis- 
ability equally with his: brother officer 
who remains in active peacé-time duty 
until his disability becomes. apparent. 
The disabled former officér of the 
United States Naval Reserve Force 
should similarly be entitled to retire- 
ment for disability incurred In active 
service in the war. In fact, an act of 
Congress approved July 12, 1921, pré-

“That all officers of thé Naval Re- 
serve Force and temporary officers of 
the navy who have heretofore incurred 
or who may hereafter incur physiéal 
disability in line of duty In time of war 
shall be éligible fdr retirement urder 
the same conditions as.now provided 
for officers of the regtilar navy who 
have incurred ‘physi¢al disability in Mne 


cation for such retirement shall be filed 
with the Sécrétary of the Navy not
